Chuen province in western China bor- 
dering on Tibet. The uprising started 
at Yuan Nanfu in Yunnan province. 

Bitterly Opposes Monarchy. 

Tsai Ao is a bitter opponent of thé 
monarchy which is to be restored. 

The government troops of Yunan 
province have not joined the revolt, the 
latest advices indicating that they are 
still loyal. The neighboring provinces 
are not affected. 

Tsai Ao recently resigned a bureau 
chieftainship at Pekin, alleging his 
health had failed. He returned secret- 
ly to Yunnan, where he had been the 
most prominent leader under Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen, the first provisional president

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Mortgage Credits System 
Provided Under Control of 
Land Bank Board to Be 
Appointed by President. 


Washington, December 24.—A land 
loan bill, which is expected to have the 
approval of the administration, was 
completed today by a subcommittee of 
the joint congressional committee on 
rural credits. Senator Hollis was au- 
thorized to present the measure to the 
full committee January 3. Already it 
has been informally approved by prac- 
tically the entire membership of the 


committee. 

The bill would provide for a compre- 
hensive form of mortgage credits sys- 
tem under the control and supervision 
of a land bank board, of five members, 
to be appointed by the president with 
the approyal of the-eenate. The coun- 
try would be divided into twelve dis- 
tricts;each with a regional land bank 
having a capital stock of $500,000, to 
be issued in $10 shares for purchase 
by the public. Any such stock not 
taken within ninety days by private 
capital or by local loan organizations 
contemplated by the bill would be sub- 
scribed by the federal government. 

How Business Would Be Done. 

Business would be done directly be- 
tween the regional banks and the local 
bodies which farmers would be au- 
thorized to organize in the form of co- 
operative farm loan associations, or 
joint stock banks, charters for which 
would be passed on by the land bank 
board. Applications for loans ap- 
proved by the local organisations 
would be recommended to the regional 
bank of the district. The banks would 
be authorized to loan out of capital 
stock or to sell bonds to obtain suf- 
ficient funds to make the loans and 
the farmers would be charged as in- 
terest the interest on the bonds, plus 
1 per cent. In ordez to reduce the rate 
of interest on the bonds the bill would 
provide that they must be accepted 
by banks as security for the deposit of 
public funds. 

The borrowing associations would 
be divided into two classes, those or- 
ganized with limited liability and 
those. with unlimited liability. They 
would appraise the land on which a 
farmer sought to obtain money and 
would themselves become liability for 
the loan. 

Backing of the Bonds. . 

Thus the bonds would be backed by 
the regional bank, the local. associa- 
tion, the borrowing farmer and a mort- 
gage on the land given (co the associa- 
tion. 

Out of.their profits regional banks 
ultimately would refund to the govern- 
ment such money as it may have in- 
‘Vested in the enterprise. Payments of 
the mortgages by borrowers would be

The completed bill is a compromist 
measure, embodying many of the fea- 
tures of che Holis-Bulkley bill of the 
last congress and most of the underly- 
ing principles of the Fletcher-Moss 
bill, fostered by the United States 
commission on rural credits. Sénator

tion of England's second Christmas of 
the war is being devoted mainly to the 
soldiers. Several thousand of them 
have come from the front on leave. 
These men with e large forces in 
the home camps and the thousands in 
hospitals, are being entertained at din- 
ners, concerts and theaters. In every 
town of the United Kingdom there is 
some celebration for soldiers and sail- 
ors. 
1,500,000 Packages for Soldiers. 

More than 1,500,000 packages have 
been sent to soldiers on the continent. 
Six «special trains and four channel 
boats have been employed for the last 
week to carry the army mails. The 
railway stations of London are crowd- 
ed with soldiers, many of them just 
from: the trenches and covered with 
mud. They carry Prussian helmets, 
rifles, knapsacks, shells and other sou- 
venirs of battle. Committees of men 
and women meet these men, feed them 
and help them on their way into the 
provinces. Even the German prisoners 
in England are preparing for elaborate 
Christmas celebrations. At Donning- 
ton Hall, the place of confinement of a 
majority of the officers, so many pack- 
ages are being received from Germany 
that the village postoffice has been 
compelled to enlarge its staff. The 
German officers have made large pur- 
chases of turkeys, geese, wines and 
beer, 

The German civilians interned in 
concerts and theatrical performances. 
The business section of London is pre- 
paring for the usual three-day holiday. 
All the banks and large establishments 
will close from tonight until Tuesday. 
Only a few of the smaller shops will 
be opened Monday. 

Christmas Trees Scarce. 

The lack of the usual excursion fa- 
cilities is keeping the working people 
in town. Christmas shopping has shown 
little’ decrease, but there is a great 
scarcity of Christmas trees, which 
usually are imported from Germany and 
Scandinavia. 

The early closing of restaurants and 
the limited hours in which alcoholic 
drinks may be consumed are curtailing 
festivities at the London hotels and res- 
taurants. Early dinners are replacing 
late suppers. ark days. with heavy 
rain add to the gloom of the war. Sing- 
ers giving Christmas carols in the 
streets_on the evenings of Christmas

Daniels Makes Public Spe- 
cial Report of Board Head- 
ed by Admiral Dewey.

Washington, December 24.-—Secretary 
Daniels tonight made public the orig- 
inal special report of the navy general 
board prepared at the secretary’s re- 
uest when the administration deter- 
mined last July to take up the ques- 
tion of national preparedness. Critics 
of the administration five-year, build- 
ing program for the navy have declared 
this report was suppressed in art by 
the navy department, and if published 
would disclose the inadequacy of the 
government’s plans.

THE SMALL FARM IN GEORGIA. 


The Savannah Morning News is just be- 
ginning to note the advent of the small 
farm in Georgia. Commenting upon the 
subdivision of Georgia’s one-time vast plan- 
tations and landed estates into small farms 
of anywhere from four or five to one hun- 


“dred acres each, The Morning News says 


this: 


Following closely on the heels of 
the movement for greater diversifica- 
tion of crops comes a demand for com- 
paratively small farms in Georgia, av- 
eraging fifty acres each. The bOpening 
up and development of some of the large 
tracts which now, if tilled at all, are not 
more than 50 per cent productive, would 
encourage that class of thrifty white 
settlers from other states whom this 
state needs. In several counties large 
land owners have set about to supply 
the demand for small homesteads and, 
besides furnishing the land in the de- 
sired acreage, are building a home upon 
each tract. If they find it a profitable 
investment there should be profit in it 
for others. If the prospective settlers 
cannot find what they want in Georgia 
they will look elsewhere, just as anyone 
‘will go from one store to another until 
he finds a pair of shoes that will fit both 
his feet and his purse. 


As a matter of fact, the development of 
the small farm in Georgia has been a grad- 
ual one, covering a period of thirty years or 
more, though its greatest increase has been 
shown within the last decade. The small 
farm. of intensive cultivation. and greater 
proportionate yield has been a direct product 
of the growth in agricultural knowledge—of 
the actual two blades of grass where but 
one grew before. 

Recent census figures show there are ap- 
proximately 325,000 individual farms 


up to 1,000 acres or more; but greatest in- 
crease is shown by these same reports in 
farms of 20 to 49 acres, the number of 
which within this state grew in ten years 
from 73,408 to 117,432. In the same period 


52,251 to 68,510, while all farms of larger 
size showed marked decrease in number. 
According to the last census, Georgia farms 
of less than 100 acres constituted 75 per 
cent of the total number, while today the 
percentage is even greater. 

In fact, the time is nearly here when 
the big Georgia farm will be a rarity. The 
process of subdivision is going on more and 
more rapidly as agricultural methods are 
improved and production is increased. 

We have long since learned that it is not 
how much land a man has, but what he gets 
out of it, that brings him prosperity; and 
the acre of good farm land in Georgia today 


will give the farmer just what he makes it

Christmas is a season of great joy and | 


phenomenal expense, which begins about the 
middle of December, passes the crisis on the 
2th and gradually tapers off to the first of 
the year, though some of the scars do not 
disappear until much later. : 

Christmas is one of the few good things 
not of American invention, though even 
Christmas has been vastly enlarged and im- 
proved in this country.

our nieces, drums to our nephews, good 
books to our aunts, roses to our sweethearts 
and cigars to our neighbors. It is such a 
happy season that we can buy all of these 
things in crowded stores, pay for them, wrap 
them up and stand in line long hours at ex- 
press offices with them without biting any- 
one; moreover, owing to the good feeling 
which prevails in this season, a bald-headed

man can get up at 6 a. m., go down to the 
front door in his bare feet, pay 79 cents ex- 
press charges and unwrap a beautiful cellu- 
loid box full of explosive hair brushes with- 
out suing the friend who sent it. 

Christmas is full of delight for children 
and is also regarded with great pleasure by 
cabmen, telegraph messengers, waiters, pin 
boys and shoe shiners, all of whom become 
beggars for one week only with great suc- 
cess. But Chrismas is very hard on fathers 
and clerks and expressmen and ietter- 
carriers—especially the latter—who look like 
movable mountains as they stagger along the 
street delivering dolls, shoes, Turkish slip- 
pers, candy, flowers, Noah’s arks, and 
There used to be a current belief 
that Santa Claus, a rosy old gent with a 
vast wilderness of white whiskers, had charge 
of the delivery of Christmas presents. But 
the letter-carrier is the modern Santa Claus, 
and, not being allowed reindeers by the post- 
office department, he usually makes good 
from two days to two weeks late. 

The Christmas tree comes into bloom on 
Christmas morning and yields vast crops of 
woolly dogs, tin horns and candy. Bverybody 
is very glad when Christmas comes, especial- 
ly fathers, who are so glad that they usually 
go downtown and make up with their worst 
enemies. There are no quarrels, divorces, 
lawsuits or gentlemen’s agreements on the 
peacful Christmas day, which makes it cheap 
at the price.

A DOZEN STOCKADE INMATES

Mayor Woodward, acting on a recom< 
mendation of Recorder Johnson, set free a 
dozen prisoners at the stockade so they could 
spend their Christmas at their homes. 

The superintendent of the prison, Thomas 
B. Lanford, furnished a list of the twelve 
most deserving prisoners, and the recorder 
asked the mayor to pardon them, and the 
mayor said he was only too glad to do so. 


Editor Constitution: When my old friend, 
Colonel R. J. Redding, used to write the 
farm articles for The Constitution he stressed 
with much emphasis the great saving in 
money and the many other advantagiis to 
the farmers in buying the materials and mix- 
ing their guano to suit the soil and the spe- 
cial crops to be grown.

This plan has proven so very satisfac- 
tory to me and has saved so much in the 
purchase price of my fertilizers, that I am 
surprised that all the farmers have not 
adopted it. For instance, this year, when 
the general price of a 10-2-2 guano was $25 
per ton on credit and $23 for cash, I made 
the same grade for my tenants at $17 per 
ton, which shows a saving of from $6 to $8 
per ton over the ready-mixed goods. 

To illustrate: With a 16 per cent acid 
phosphate at $13 per ton, which was the re- 
tail cash price this year, nitrate of soda at 
$50 per ton and muriate of potash at 380 
per ton (it is fair to say that this potash 
was bought last year at $44 per ton and fur- 
nished to my tenants this year at $80, which 
was ponatnly less than it could ve been 
bought for because of prevailing conditions 
but ordinarily selis for between $40 and $50 
per ton), using these prices as a basis for the 
material, if we want to make 1,000 pounds 
of a 10-2-2 guano, we will take 600 pounds 
of a 16 per cent acid 1 120 pounds 
of nitrate of soda and 40 pounds of 50 per 
cent muriate of potash, which gives us in 
actnal weight 760 unds, and is equivaient 
to 1,000 pounds, less the filler, of mixed 
guano of the grade mentioned. 

These materials are. easily mixed with 
a hoe or shovel in a wagon bed or on the 
nd, and will distribute as smoothly and

HIS PEACE PARTY 
Continued From First Page. 


Carranza Sends Xmas Mes- 
sage Throughout Country 
Stating That Peace Will 

Soon Be Restored. 


— — 


El Paso, Texas, December 24.—4 
Christmas message expressing the con- 
fidence of the de facto government in 
the early restoration of order in Mex- 
ico, was sent throughout Mexico to- 
night by Carranza officials here. Ad- 
vices were received by General Obre- 
gon, commander-in-chief of the Car- 
ranza army! indicating that General 
Rodriguez, who leads the largest re- 
maining organized Villa force, is about 
to surrender. A committee is under- 
stood to be on its way here from Rod- 
riguez's headquarters at Casas Grandes 
to arrange terms. 

General Villa has not been located. 
General Carranza has instructed Gen- 
eral Obregon to dispatch an army 
westward from Chihuahua to find him. 
The pursuit probably will lead the Car- 
ranza forces to Madera, where four for- 
eigners are held prisoners under or- 
ders, it was reported, from General 
Villa. 

A group of former Villa generals to- 
day conferred with General Obregon. 
General Robles was selected to muster 
out the surrendered soldiers. They are 
to be disarmed, paid, clothed and given 
the choice of joining Carranza in the 
campaign against General Zapata or be 
sent home. 

A number of large smelters are pre- 

aring to resume operations in Mexico 

anuary 15. Other industries, includ- 
ing extensive mining operations, are 
making similar plans. 

Terraz in Charge. 

Territory recently surrendered to the 
de facto Mexican government by the 
followers of General Villa is today in 
nominal charge of Silvestro Terrazas, 
former secretary of state for Chihua-) 
hua under the Villa government. Ter- 
razas succeeded Colonel Flavino Paliza 
as commander at Juarez when Paliza 
fled across the border after a demon- 
stration by Soldiers last night. 

Terrazas is the third former Villa 
leader to assume charge at Juarez 
within twenty-four hours, General 
Manuel Ochoa having crossed to El 
Paso yesterday when friends of Fidel 
Avila, former governor, and General 
Victoriana Avila, whom he had ar- 
rested, threatened reprisals. Juarez 
was quiet today. 

The most pressing problem of the 
Carranza de facto government of Mex- 
ico today in its newly acquired Villa 
territory is the establishment of paper 
currency on a basis that will insure its 
acceptaisce by former Villa soldiers. 

Last night’s near riot in Juarez was 
the result of the discovery that there 
was no silver in sight. Preparations, 
Yowever, had been made for an out- 
break and it was speedily put down 
cfter a show of arms in the street. 


Guarantees Questioned. 


Miguel Diaz Lombardo, foreign min- 
ister in the Villa cabinet, excepted 
from the terms of amnesty under the 
surrender agreement, and a stron ad- 
herent of the Villa faction is said to 
be conducting a spirited cantroversy 
here with Carranza officials as to the 
trustworthiness of the guarantees of- 
fered the surrendered forces by the 
Carranza government. This, too, has 
added to unrest on the border. 

Opponents of the government point 
to the selection of General Jose Ysabel | 
Robles as executive, without designa- 
tion, in the reconstruction of the for- 
mer Villa territory of Ohihuahua as a 
possible cause for . disagreement be- 
tween Carranza and Obrego . Robles, 
while one of the guiding s its of the 
surrender, has refysed amnesty from 
Carranza and therefore would be in 
peril upon entering Mexico. Yet, as 
the personal friend of General Obregon, 
he assisted in the surrender of the Villa 
generals. . 
CARRANZA TO DELAY 
ABOUT FOREIGN LOAN. 

Washington, December 24.—Unofficial 
information received here says General 
Carranza will try to run the de facto 
government in Mexico without seeking 
a foreign loan until some months hence, 
because of the prevailing high price of 
money. An effort will be made next 
month to finance a federal bank and 
the new banking system is expected to 
do — toward restoring the country’s 
credit. 

Although Mexico is practically bank- 
rupt, the treasury empty and the na- 
tional debt increased, Carranza is said 
to believe that with a policy of econo- 
my his provisional administration will 
be able to conduct itself for some time 
merely by using the ordinary resources 
of the country. The necessity for this 
course is urgent, for aside from the 
question of price, it is said Mexico 
“would have difficulty providing security 
acceptable to the American bankers 
who would be depended upon to float 
az loan. 

eneral Carranza apparently is confi- 
dent in the belief that an enormous in- 
crease in business will follow the resto- 
ration of peace, and that the increased 
port receipts and the taxes incident to 
resumption of internal activities ill 
provide adequate revenues, 

Officials here, however, are deubtful 
of Carranza’s ability to go long. with- 
out outside money. They point out 
that the bills the new government will 
have to pay include such imperative ob- 
ligations as the resumption of interest 
payments on their national debt and. 
charges incident to paying the arrears 
on the national railways and their 
restoration. It is expected, too, that the 
ordinary expenses of government will 
increase instead of decrease, and it is 
known that it is planned to maintain 
for a long time the army almost to 
its present strength, something more 
than 100,000 men.

“The iliness of Mr. Ford, while not 
dangerous, is serious. His doctor as- 
serts confidently that there is no or- 
ganic disease, but that there is urgent 
need for rest. The doctor is hopeful 
that the relief from responsibility for 
the expedition will speedily restore him 
to normal health.” 

Before leaving the party Mr. Ford 
said: 

“If I am well enough, I will surely 
join the expedition later. I am confi- 
dent it will continue the same without 
me, and that it will do much toward 
bringing peace.“ 

The absence of Mr. Ford has caused 
serious regret among the delegates, as 
the impression seems to prevail that 
it will detract materially from the 
prospects of the expedition. 

While in Christiania Mr. Ford was 
obliged to remain constantly in his 
hotel and his non-appearance caused 
much disappointment to the throngs of 
Norwegians at the meetings and to the 
many who gathered in front of his 
stopping place. His seclusion was com- 
mented upon by the local press. . 

A message has been sent to William 
J. Bryan urging him to come to Europ 
and join the party. ’ 

Most Novel of Movements. 

Henry Ford's departure from Europe 
apparently marks the termination, in 
its original form, of the most novel 
of the many movements which have 
been undertaken to bring about the end- 
ing of the war. Mr. Ford’s announce- 
ment that the Women’s International 
Peace association henceforth will con- 
duct the expedition would seem to in- 
dicate that, so far as he personally is 
concerned, he will relinquish the self- 
imposed task which he expressed in the 
phrase: “Out of the trenches by Christ- 
mas.“ It has not been made clear, 
however, whether Mr. Ford will con- 
tinue to give financial support to the 
enterprise. 

The Women’s International Peace as- 
sociation has been in existence for some 
time. It held a congress at The Hague 
last spring and appointed delegates to 
visit the capitals of various European 
and American nations. One of the 
most prominent women at the congress 
was Madame Rosika Schwimmer, presi- 
dent of the Hungarian Woman Siftrage 
association, and a member of the Ford 
peace party. After thé congress at The 
Hague, Mme. Schwimmer came to the 
United States to continue her work for 
peace. She went to Detroit to see Mr. 
Ford, and it was reported it was she 
who suggested to him the idea of the 
peace expedition. 


Reports of Dissension. 


Before the peace ship Oscar II. 
reached the other side there were re- 
ports of dissension among the peace 
delegates. When Mr. Ford reached 
Christiania he kept in the background, 
it being said that he was ill. It was 
not until last night, however, that the 
unconfirmed report that he had quit the 
party reached this country. Although 
full details have not been received, it 
would appear that he made his depart- 
ure secretly, and that most of the peace 
delegation, at the time they left Chris- 
tiania for Stockholm, were ignorant of 
the fact that he was not to go on 
with them. One Christiania dispatch 
said Mr. Ford had boarded a train from 
Christiania for Bergen Thursday at 
about the time his former associates 
were leaving for Stockholm. It was 
said Mr. Ford’s sudden departure was 
due to the fact that his physician had 
ordered him to rest. 


Wanted Boys Out of Trenches. 


It was on November 24 that Mr. Ford 
announced he had chartered the Oscar 
If. and would take to Europe a party 
of pacifists. 

“The time has come to say ‘cease fir- 
ing' he said. “We are going to try 
to get the boys out of their trenches 
and back home by Christmas.” He add- 
ed he did not knew he was going to 
do tt. Rven at the time the Oscar II. 
sailed on December 4 no well defined 
plan had been arrived at and the voy- 
agers were not aware what would be 
done or where they would go when 
they reached Norway. It was decided 
later to attempt to form an interna- 
tional committee to sit indefinitely at 
The Hague and suggest means of peace. 

Mr. Ford invited the governors of 
all the states and many other promi- 
nent persons to go to Europe with 
him at his expense. In the party as 
finally composed were 148 persons, with 
a large proportion of newspaper cor- 
respondents. 

The Ford party reached Christiania 
December 18. 

FORD LEFT $270,000 
TO FINANCE PARTY. 

London, December 24.-—A Copenhagen 
dispatch to Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany says: a 
“Before leaving Mr. Ford gave 
check for 1,000,000 kroner (about $270,- 
000) to finance the expedition. He left 
because he recognized that it was im- 
possible to make headway. His party 
was always at loggerheads and Scan- 
dinavian pacifists adopted an attitude 
of reserve. When Mr. Ford found all 
official doors closed he broke down.” 
FORD PARTY 
AT STOCKHOLM. 

London, December 24.—A Reuter's 
dispatch from Stockholm says: 

“Henry Ford’s peace party arrived 
here this morning. Fiftv-seven rooms 
had been engaged for them at one of 
the big hotels. Mr. Ford’s secretary, 
Lewis P. Lochner, told interviewers 
that Mr. Ford would stay in Norway 
for some time to regain his health, but 
would later rejoin the expedition. Mr. 
Lochner declared that no differences 
existed among the members of the 
party. 

“Tomorrow morning the Swedish 
Peace and Arbitration association wil] 
arrange a meeting, at which the mem- 
bers of the Ford peace mission will be 
welcomed by M. Wavrinsky, supreme 
head of the Good Templars.”

Washington, December 24.—The state 
department today began an inquiry 
into the sinking In the Mediterranean 
of the Japanese liner Yasaka Maru by 
cabling the American consular agent at 
Port Said, Egypt, to gather and for- 
ward promptly all avatilable details. 

Prompt action followed receipt of un- 
official reports that the vessel had been 
torpedoed by an Austrian submarine 
without warning, thereby endangering 
the life of an American citizen who 
was on board. 

Should official verification of the 
reports be received the matter will be 
made the subject of further diplomatic 
correspondence with Austria~Hungary. 


Officials made no attempt tonight to 


conceal the fact that the sinking of the 
Yasaka Maru under the alleged cir- 
cumstances would seriously complicate 
the negotiations over the sinking of the 
Italian steamship Ancona, which al- 
ready has threatened to result in the 
breaking off of diplomatic relations. 
Austrian Charge Sees Lansing. 
Baron Frich Zwiedinek, charge of the 
Austro-Hungarian embassy here, is un- 


| derstood to have told Secretary Lansing 


during an informal conference that in 
preparing a reply to the second Amer- 
ican note the Vienna foreign office 
would be guided by concern for the 
good relations at present existing with 
the United States government. This 
tended to ease somewhat the tension, 
though there was no indication that 
Austria-Hungary had decided to comply 
with the demands of the United States 
for disavowal, punishment,of the com- 
mander.of the submarine Jana repara- 
ticn by the payment of indemnity for 
the. Americans killed and injured. 

The United States does not contem- 
plate entering into extended diplomatic 
exchanges over the Ancona case. Un- 
less some good reason presents itself 
for further negotiations, the United 
States, it is said, will consider as final 
the reply to its second note, which 
Baron Zwiedinek informed Secretary 
Lansing today, probably would arrive 
some time before Wednesday. 

During his call upon Mr. Lansing 
the charge was understood to have 
discussed informally the press dis- 
patches concerning the sinking of the 
Yasaka Maru. However, he had no 
information to impart. 

Cabled for a Report. 

The state department cabled instruc- 
tions for a report to Edward Lyell Bris- 
tow, consular agent at Port Said; 
press dispatches having reported that 
the survivors, including the American 
citizen, had been landed there. 

The department also expects that in- 
formation regarding the sinking of 
the vessel may come from diplomatic 
or consular representatives in other 
places, particularly Paris, a French 
gunboat having rescued the survivors. 

The state department considers that 
the Austro-Hungarian government 
should have knowledge of the instruc- 
tions given to German submarine com- 
manders. In addition, it is felt that 
the Vienna government should de thor- 
oughly familiar itself with the princi- 
ples of international law, which were 
made the basis of negotiations recently 
between the United States and Ger- 
many. : 


“FRESH OUTRAGE,” 
SAYS LONDON EDITOR. 


London, December 24.—Commenting 
editorially on the sinking of the Japan- 
ese steamer Yasaka Maru in the Med- 
iterranean by a submarine, The Stand- 
ard says: 

“This fresh outrage will rob any dis- 
avowal by the Austrian government of 
the officer who sank the Ancona of 
any virtue.

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BOAST RADIO MONOPOLY 
“URGED ON GOVERNMENT 


Radio Service Favors Plan 
in Annual Report. 


Washington, December 24.—Recom- 
mendations that the government con- 
trol and operate all coastal radio sta- 
tions within the jurisdiction of the 
United States and establish a practical 
monopoly for the transmission of all 
government business are included in 
the annual report of Captain W. H. G. 
Bullard, superintendent of the navy 
radio service, made public tonight. The 
board of radio organization, the report 
adds, is preparing amendments to ex- 
isting laws to work out this scheme, 
which will be submitted to the secre- 
tary in a especial communication. 

This provides, the report says, “for 
strong central government control and 
a practical monopoly for the transmis- 
sion of government business. Involving 
(a8 it does all departments of the gov- 
rument harm to do with radio mat- 
ers, representatives of such depart- 
ments should be consulted and such 
will Le recommended when the original 
draft of the proposed act is submitted.” 

The board also has worked out, the 
report says, a definite plan for the or- 
ganization of the radio service in such 
a way that reliable communication 
may be maintained between the com- 
manders in chief of the various fleets 
and their different detachments, and 
for keeping the department and com- 
manders in chief in communication at 
all times. Details of this plan, which 
already has been put in operation to 
some extent, are not disclosed for mil- 
itary reasons. t is understood, how- 
ever, that the arrangements to have all 
public and private stations along the 
coasts listen in on any radio conversa- 
tion that may be in progress at sea and 
report immediately to the navy depart- 
ment is a part of this war plan. 

The report says investigation of the 
multitude of complaints which reached 
the government early in the war, al- 
leging that secret radio stations were 
being operated to violate the neutrality 
laws, failed to disclose a single illicit 


lan 

“It ie not intended to intimate that 
ossſble illegal stations have not ex- 
sted,” Captain Bullard adds, “but cer- 

nly none of the very many reported 
have been found. The very air o 
tery surrounding the art of 
transmission in the minds of the un- 
informed furnishes the best possible 
source of suspicion and every good cit- 
izen deemed it his — to bring to 
notice anything resembling a radio 
station and conceded it possibilities 
that could not by any chance exist.“ 

The re deals also with the cen- 
sorship of radio plans established un- 
der. the service at the outbreak of the 
Buropean war and with the operation 
of the Sayville and Tuckerton plants 
ot government. The work has fur- 
nighed, it says, an invaluable i pa 
tunity. to 3 the work of various 
9 radio instruments in actual 
service. d 


PERMITS ARE SOUGHT 
FOR HOSPITAL SUPPLIES 


New York, December 24.—Robert W. 
DeForest, vice president of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, today issued thie state- 
ment: 

“Respecting the statements made in 


today’s papers that Great Britain had 
barred hospital supplies from Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria and Tur- 
key, it is true that for several weeks 
t the Red Cross has been unable 
O secure permits for the shipments 
of such supplies. Correspondence and 
negotiations intended to obtain such 
products have been and are being ear- 
nestly carried on in the hope and ex- 
Pectation that they may soon be is- 
sued and the Red Cross has been doing 
and may be relied upon to do every- 
thing within its power to this end.”
